[Though we formerly laid before our_readers the fubftance of Mr 
Burke’s propofal regarding the private property feized at St Eufta- 
tia, together with Lord George Germaine’s arguments againtt it, 
yet, as the following abftract of their fpeeches upon that fubjeét 
contain a great deal of real information, we hope the infertion of 
them will not be unacceptable. ] 








R BURKE, feeing that all the private bufinefs of the day was con- 

cluded, rofe to make his promifed motion refpeéting the fzizure of 
property on the iiland of St Euftasius. The prefent fituation of affairs 
exhibited an event which was pefectly new in the annals of our empire 
—we have a great many enemies to contend with, and not a fingle 
friend to affiit us in conflict. It was, therefore, peculiarly incumbent 
upon our minifters to purfue fach a line of conduct in their arduous un- 
dertaking, as thould tend to concitiate the affections of neutral powers; 
and nothing but madnets could make them adopt meatires that muft 
excite their refentmeut, and eventually add to the number of our ene- 
mies. We were ftanding on the brink of a dreadful precipice ; and, 
inflead of deferving, or endeavouiing to deferve, the affiftance of thofe 
who were not already our enemies, we were provoking them, by the 


their hand, and pufh us headlong to deitrudtion. ‘The capture of St 
Enftatius, and the fubfequent treatment of the old and new fubjects 
af his Majefly on that ifland, looked like the refnlt cf a plan concert- 
ed before the expiration of that term which had been granted by his 
Maje(ty’s proclamation to all Dutch fubje&ts to withdraw themfelves 
and their property from his dominions; and people might be induced 
to think that the orders for hoftilities again{t the fubjedts of the States 
General, were of a prior date to the manifefto, in confequence of 
which, letters of marque and reprifals had been iflued. The manner 
in which thofe orders were carried into execution was fomewhat fingu- 
lar indeed—thirteen fail of the line, with a proportionate number of 
frigates, carrying 3000 land-forces on board, appeared before Euttati- 
ws; and that poryp, weight, and confequence might not be wanting 
to the expedition, it was condudted by the two Commanders in Chief 
of his. Majefty’s fea and land-forces in the Weft Indies. The town 
‘was formally fummoned to furrender; and one hour only was allowed 
to the Governor for deliverance. ‘This time, however, was not only 
fafficient, but ample; for the fituation of the ifland was fuch, that it 
did require five minutes deliberation, whether it thould fubmit to the 
force that was beforedt. ‘There was a place near the town, which, 
by the courtefy of Holland, was called a fort ; and it was garrifoned 
by fifiy-tbree foldiers belonging to the Dutch Weft India Company ; of 
thefe fifty-three, twelve were mulattoes; the others weie invalids, 
who knew not what it was to face an enemy. ‘Phe Governor, there- 
fore, delivered up his fword and government ; and St Euftatius was ad- 
ded to the empire of Great Britain. ‘The farce of the fummons was 
fucceeded by a moft melancholy tragedy, the fcizure of all the proper- 
ty, both public and private, on the ifland. ‘he magazines, ftores, 
and: ware-houfts were feized; but {till the inhabitants Hattered them- 
felves that they fhould not be refufed the liberty of fubfifling upon 
their own provifions that had been fzized. They were, however, mif- 
taken; and, when they applied for this wretched liberty, the anfwer 
was as laconic as it was brutal, not a meuthful: neceflity drove them to 
apply a fecond time ; and the anfwer a Mr Geale received from the 
Quarter-mafter General was, Not a mouthful—M uj? you be told a f cond 
time, not a mouthful? TAumanity mutt fhudder at fuch a reply; and it 
was impoffible to fay whether it was barbarous or infolent. The 
wretched inhabitants had fill, however, their books, by which they 
could thew the flate of their affairs, and by that means retrieve 
their credit, by fhewing that they had not fquandered away the 
property of their credifors ; and by which they could be enabled 
to afcertuin their goods, in a legal purfvit after them: But, 
here again they were miftaken; for an order was iffued commanding 
all merchants, &c. to deliver up their books and accounts to an officer 
appointed by the Commander in Chief. By this before unheard-of 
act, they were completely deprived of the power of pointing out their 
Property, if it fhould be ordcred to be rettored. ‘Their mi:fortunes 
did not end there ; for they were compelled to deliver up their money 
and their bills; nay one of them, upon whom two bills had been drawn 
by the Government of Holland, was abfolutely forced to accept thofe 
bills; and thereby confirm his own ruin, by making himfclf refpon- 


fible for a fum which he never could pay, as he hvd been deprived of 


the means of payment, when all his property was feized. But to the 
dilgrace of humanity, and particularly to the difgrace of Clwiflianity, 
the heavielt of all thofe calamities fell upon the unfortunate Jews; 


thefe people, Ly not belonging to any one particular community in, 


the world, were entitled to the proteétion and tutelage of all; they 
Were a peaple who, by fhunning the profeffion of arms, could give no 
Mel!-founded jealoufy to any ftate; and, confequently, to op-prefs thefe 
hoor unfortunate people, was to violate that preteion which they had 
@ right to claim fiom the laws of uations, from the humanity and ge- 
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nerofity of every government. But neither humanitgy oneghe Taws of 


nations, could proteé&t them from the moft barbaroiis ulage, after the 
capture of St Euftatius. In common with the ret of the inhabitants, 
they fuflered the lofs of their merchandife, their bills, their houfés, 
clothes, provifions, &c. &¢e. and next they were ordered td prepare 
themiclves for banifhment: they petitioned, they entreated, they 
implored, they remonftrated againft fo hard a fentence, fo cruel an ox- 
der—but in vain; it was irrevocable, and they muft obey. They 
defired to know for what country they were deftined—no anfwer was 
given. ‘Their wives and children were getting ready to depart; but 
the iron hand of power interfered; and moft unnatura!ly feparated 
the moft tender relations in the world; and they were informed 
that the hufbands only were to be allowed to depart; and they 
muft remain behind. ‘Chis was a fevere Aroke for which they 
could not have been prepayed; and their feelings upon that occafion 
might perhaps be conceived, but it was impoffible to exprefs them : 
Thefe poor men, {tripped of their property, and torn from their fa- 
milies, fet out for the beach, ftrongly guarded by our foldiers; and at 
a fort of a weigh-houfe, or turnpike, their clothes were examined, lett 
fome money might have been concealed in them. One of thefe poor 
wretches had fewed up 200 Johannes in his coat, and the money was 
difcovered; he was immediately turned from among the reft ; and fet 
apart for punifhment, for having endeavoured to conceal fome little 
remains of the wreck of his fortune. ‘Two more Jews had been detect 
ed alfo in a breach. of the order for delivering up all their money U 
on one of them were found doe Johannes’s, ‘This roth a aie ws 
peculiarly fevere. He had formerly lived on Rhode It"d¥ aud Be- 
cafe he had imported tea contrary to the command of tie Ameri- 
cans, he was ftripped of all he was worth, and driven out of the 
ifland; his brother fhared in his misfortunes, but did not furvive 
them; his death encreafed the cares of the furvivor, as he got an ad- 
ditional family in his brother’s children, to take care of. Another 
Jew married his fitter; and both of them following the Britith army, 
had for their loyalty fome lands given them, and fo fome American 
refugees, on Long Ifland, by Sir William Howe : They built a kind 
of a fort there to defend themfelves; but it was foon after attacked 
and carried by the Americans; and not a man who defended it efcap- 
ed either death or captivity : the Jew’s brother-in-law fell during the 
attack ; the Jew furvived; and had then the family of his deceafed 
brother and brother-in-law, his mother and fifter to fupport; he 
fettled at St Euftatius, where he maintained his namerous family, and 
had made fome money, when he and his family were once more ruin- 
ed, by the commanders of a-Britith force, to whofe caufe he was fo 
attached ; and in whofe caufe had loft two brothers, and his property 
twice. Another Jew was treated with as much feverity—nor had the 
commanders any pretext from his piofeffion, for confilcating his pro- 
perty ; he fold no warlike or naval {lores to the enemy ; he dealt fim- 
ply in China wares; brittle emblems, of the tenure he was to have in 
them: An order was given; and he was left a beggar. About forty 
of thefe poor men were fent on board the Shrewfbury man of war; nor 
was it known to what place they had been carried. 

But the profcription and banifhment did not end here. An order 
was iffued, that a// Americans fhould depart the ifland. No diftine- 
tion between friends and foes! between thofe who were’ there for the 
puipofe of buying up warlike ftores, and thofe who were merely refi- 
dents without having any concern whatioever in trade: the fentence 
was general; and a// were ordered to depart, though preof could have 
been brought, that many of them were loyal fubjects, who had quitted 
the continent of America folely for the purpofe of avoiding every temp- 
tation to forfeit their allegiance by the oath of abjuration impofed by 
the Congrefs, and which they muft have taken or quit the country : 
They chofe the latter part. of the alternative ; and the reward of their 
loyalty was a complete profcriptian ; proferiptions were heaped upon 
profcriptions ; and fentence of beggary was pronounced indiferiminate- 
ly againft a//. But in St Chiiltopher’s they found that humanity 
which did ‘not exiftin St Kattatins ; the legiflarmre of thar.ifl i- 
ly concurred in a refolution to fupport the ‘unfortihate prokeibed at” 
the public expence 

The Britith fubjeés found at St Euftatius, might well claim refpeé& 
and protection from Britilh commanders; but they did not experience 
either. They had the fanction of aéts of Parliament for their trade 
with that illand; nay, many of them had cleared out thips from the 
ports of Great Britain and Ireland for St Euftatius; But aéts of Par- 
liament were of no weight with Sir George Rodney ; for fitting on a 
great gun. on board the Sandwich, he told Mr Glenville, Solicitor- 
General of St Kitt’s, that the Grenada act was impolitic, and had been 
obtained by fa¢tious perfons, and for partial ends. He could not but 
obferve, that it was a very contemptuous treatment of the Legiflature 
of this kingdem, for any officer whatfoever to pronounce atts, which 
it was his duty to fee enforced, impolitic; and to fay they had been 
obtained by fadtious perfons, aad for partial views. The perfons who 
had brought in the Grenada, tobacco, and cotton acts, were Lord 
Beauchamp and Sir Grey Cooper: ‘The gentlemen on the other fide 
of the Houfe would not furely call thefe two Members faffious perfons ; 
and, as the objeét they had in view was the augmentation of the reve- 
nue, it conld not be tad they had aéted for parpiakends, _ 

The pretext alledged for difpofing of the property found onthe 
iflind was, that the merchandize might not be fold or conveyed to the 
enemy ; and yet it was well known, that the very goods which were 
confifcated merely that they might not be conveyed to the enemy, 
were, after the fale, tranfported to French and American fettlements, 
and alfo to the Dutch tilands of St Croix and St ‘Thomas, from whieh 
the Americans, French, and Spaniards might be fupplied; nay, for 
the conveuience of the purchalers at St Euftatius, the Commanders in 
Chief had difpofed of veffels to carry out of the iiland the. goods that 
might have been purchafed on it; by which means neutral bottoms 
were not employed, which would have been obliged to fteer only for a 
Britih or neutral port; and though the Britihh property was ivized 
mercly for having been found in a port that, before the furvender, was 
neutral, it was well known, as Mr Glenville had remarked to Sir 
George Rodney, that the Britith oificers under his command, had of- 
ten cartied their prizes to that ifland, and di/pofed of them there. 

But if the enemies of Great Britain were fupplied from St Euftatius 
with ftores, it was aa advantage that was not exelufively theirs; they 
enjoyed it in common with the Englith and the reft of the world; we 
likewife got fupplies from it; and in the year 1778 our windward 
iflands would have been ftarved, if they had not been relieved from St 
Euftatius. If the Dutch had fupplied the enemy with fores, and had 
refufed to fell them to‘us, then perhaps we might have had caufe to 
complain: but they had formed an a@élance with. ready mauey, let it 


* come from whom it might; and nothing was ever with-held from any 


one whe called for fuppiies, with ready money in their hands. It was 
known that the Diitch at Entlatius had, fur money, furnithed us with 
cordage, provilions, ammunition, and even men, for an expedition a- 
gainft the Spaniards ; and that they alfo defeated that expedition, by 
felling for ready money alfo to Spaniards, the very fame kind of commo- 
dities, men only excepted. ‘This ifland therefore was a common blef- 
fing; and as it was opened to us by acts of Parliament, our Command- 
ers in chief ought to have felt themielves Lound by a double tic, not 
to confifcate the private property ; and it was reafonable to prefume 
that they would not have done it, if they bad not-had_ pofitive orders 
from Miuifters at home for ail that they had done; and this might be 
deduced from a reply given by Sir Samuel Hood, toa gentleman, whofe 
petition he had prefentedsto Sir George Rodney and General Vaughan, 
that it was not in the power of the commanders in chief, to alter the 
decrees of their Sovereign. Now if Miniflers had iilued fach orders, 
and it was probable that they had, by what kind of argmment could 
they defend a meafnre that militated agaiaft three potitive Acts of 
Parliament, by which the trade to St Fuitatins was authorifed ? ‘The 


meafure was not only illege!, but Was pregnant with the worlt policy. | 
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Cc they affore themfelyes, that our enemies would not retaliate ups 
on us; and make otir inn-cent fellow fublegts expianey by 
rited fafferings, the cruclies exerdifed by t 
other nations? ‘The brilliant example of agility, juftice and humanity 
given by Lewis 16th, with refpeét to Britith property in Gienada, had 
been loft; and the fteps of our Miniflers were to be traced up to bar- 
barity and inhumanity,. When the dreadiul calamities occalioned by 
the hurricane in the Weft-Indies, had, by the permiffion of divine 
providence, fallen upon the unfortunate inhabitants of that part of the 
world; when the wretched worms of tlic earth thould have loft their 
refentment, at the fight of divine chaftifements; when Dr Franklin, 
through pure humanity above the narrow prejudices of the times, had 
given orders to ail American privateers, not to attack any thips that 
fhould be found tranfporting provifions to the fnJerers in the Britith 
Weft Indies ; when the legiflature was vying with the people at large 
in generofity to the inhabitants of Jamaica and Barbadoes; the Britith 
Minifters endeavoured to avail themfelves of the fituation in which 
they fuppofed the divine vilitation had left St Vincent's; and direéted © 
an attack againft that ifland; the troops were landed : but the (tate of 
the troops, and fortifications was found to be fuch, that our command- 
ers thought it moft prudent to retreat. An order fiom a noble Lord, 
formerly Secretary of State for the American department, and now a- - 
gain employed by his Majefty, had driven the Caribbees to defperas 
tion ; and this attempt upon the ifland, at fuch a time, had renewed 
all their antipathy to the Englifh; and the retreat of our commanders 
having deprived them of an opportunity to be revenged upon our fol- 
diers, they turned’ their rage againft the Britith inhabitants, who thea 
refided there, under the protection of the French ; and fuch was the 
fenfe the Caribbes entertained of the infamy of an attack upon the 
ifland, immediately after the vifitation of heaven, that they would 
have facrificed to their refentment all the Britith on the ifland, if the 
French Commandant had not, by the moft ftrennous and vigorous ex- 
ertions, fcreened them from the fury of the favages. Defexted in our 
hopes againft St Vincent’s, our commanders expeéted that they might 
have been able to reduce Martinique and Guadaloupe by famine, in 
confequence of the deftruéction of provifions by the late hurricanes: but 
we loft the opportunity of thewing that we were humane; and had not 
the fatisfaétion of ftarving either of thefe iflands into a furrender. 
With refpeét to St Budlatius, our conduct amounted to a complete 
violation of the laws of nations; thefe laws indeed were not in black 
and white, like our ftatutes; but ftill, that was not an argument 
againft their exiftence : that exiitence might be authenticated, ia foor 
different ways,—upon principle ; upon confent of nations; upon pre- 
cedent ; and the opinion of learned men. ‘fhe principle of the law of 
nations was the prefervation of the human {pecies; the dijarmiag war 
of all unneceilary rigour; and the maintenance of thofe rights whieh 
the conquered may claim of the conqueror. ‘ihe rights of war were 
not unlimited ; for then the idea of laws to circumfcribe them, would 
be an abfurdity and contradiction : and if the rights of war could be 
reftrained, it could be done only by the laws of nations. Thefe laws 
may be made, and affented to by the different nations, either exprefs- 
ly or tacitly; and this affent gives exiftence and authenticity to thofe 
laws: now as they prefcribe limits to the rights of war, then of courfe, 
whoever exceceds thefe limits is a violater of tle law of nations; and 
this law fectring to thofe who furrendered at difcretion, the enjoyment 


.of their property, the power that takes away that property after a fur- 


render at diicretion, violates. the law of nations; and may well expect 
to feel the forcible argiment of retaliation from all ftates, who cannot 
well fail to join in a common caufe. The opinions of the abieft 
writers, and of Votelle, the laft and beft writer upon the fubject, ail 
confirm the truth and juftice of the doétrine ; and reprobate fiich a 
proceeding as has difgraced this country, and may draw upon her the 
indignation of all the neutral powers, who cannot but be aftonithed at 
feeing 13 fail of the line, and 3000 foldiers, attack a Jittle ifland o< 
about 30 or 40 milesin circumference, that was’probably the chimney. 
of a volcano, thrown up not very long ago from the bofom of the 
déep, and-wiich, foam its ee thrown ’

ing the commanders of this force afterwards confitcate property fs) enter 


had been carried thither under the avowed protection of the law- of 
nations; but if our minifters Were capable of violating the law of na- 
tions, how much.moregulpable were they for doing it, having vefore 
their eyes the precedent given by the King of France at Grenada ? 
That ifland had been bravely defended ; and perhaps the ftorm it fafs 
tained before its furrender was one of the bloodieft that happened for 
many years, all circumftances confidered. ‘The French commander, 
Compte D’Eftaing, a man by no means remarkable for the weakrefs 


of his nature, though irritated by the refiftance he had met with, and , 


the lofs he had fuftained, never once thought of confifcating the pros 
perty of the inhabitants; but refted fatisfied with barely publishing an 
ordinance, by which they were prohibited from paying to Britain the 
debts they owed her; and for feizing the eftates of Britith fubjeéts, 
not refiding’in the ifland. But no fooner was app'ication made to the 
Court of France, than Lewis, with a magnanimity and juftice that would 
render his name amiable tothe world, immediately publifhed an «ret, 
by which the non-refidents had their eftates rettored to them, und the 
inhabitants of Grenada had leave to remit their debts to England in 
neutral bottoms, and through neutral ports. Such was the conduc: of 
the King of France: How different was that of the Minifters of 
George the Third? Thefe were the enemies of mations, while the for- 
mer was their friend But furely they thould hate recoileéted, that by 
the furrender, the inhabitants of St Euftatius had become fubjeéts to 
Great Britain ; and that, confequently, they immediately became ens 
titled to prote@tion. Was confifcation proteétion? Or was goverament 
made for the governor, not for the governed? Certainly it was for 
the latter: and if ever a Prince fiould arife, who fhould maintain that 
his government authorifed him to extirpate his fubjects, every other 
Prince, and every man fhould have a fwoid again{t him, as the enemy 
of mankind. 

The Commander in Chief referred the Britith proprietors of mere 
chandife at St Eu(tatius to the laws of their country; but how were 
they to go to law, when he had deprived them of their money and 
property; nay, when he himfe!f fhould have their money in his pock- 
e: to contend with them? A woman had been lately recommended 
to him, whofe hufband had been abfent from her for 16 years; he had 
two daughters, and a fon now ferving with the applaufe of his officers, 
asa midlhipman: The father had remitted them 2001, a-year, and 
had informed them about a year and a half ago, that after one or two 
voyayes more, he would be able to return to his family, and fupport 
them in comfort and decency : fince that he had not been heard of, 
and was now given up far loft. It was difcovered that he had proper- 
ty tothe amount of 8000]. in St Euftatius; it confifled chiefly ia 
Madeira wine, and was fold, with other property, for one-fourth of 
the value. ‘The poor woman was now without a fhilling; and cenfe- 
quently had it not in her power to profecute her right at law, bec@pfe, 
as fhe declared to him, fhe was not poffeffed of a thilling, while Sir 
George Rodney was in poffeffion of a fourth part of her propertr. 
Had he, or minifters, laid a duty of 25 per cent. on all the goods in 
the ifland, the Commanders would have got as much money as they 
did by the fale, and the proprietors would not have Joft their all. 
There was likewife an old gentleman of 90 years of age, whofe credit 
formerly ftood higheit at the Exchange, and who now jaw himfelf cut 
off from a profitable trade by which he ufed to clear 18,0001. a-year : 
he was now reduced to diftrefs; brought over in his infancy from the 
perfecuting tyranny of Lewis XIV. he has lived to fee tyranny change 
fides; and to fee himfelf ruined by the feverity of the Englifi govera- 
ment, at the time Lewis XVI, is fetting fo bright an example of hu- 
manity and juttice !—Mr Buike was up for two hours anda half, and 
concluded with a motion for an humble addre‘S to his Maje’ty for all 
the papers, orders, memozials, &c, that pailed between the Minilters 
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and the Commanders in Chief, relative to the difpofition of property 
on the ifland of St Buflatius. 

Lord George Germaine declared, that the mott ftriét and pefitive or- 
ders had been fent to the Commanders at St Euftatius, to grant protec- 
tion to all the natives who thould take the oaths of allegiance ; and that 
they fhoald be put in pofleflinn of their cloaths, houfes, eftates, plaata- 
tions, &c. and that the property of the Britith merchants, who had 
fairly traded, and according to the laws of the land, fhould be proteét- 
ed and thiclded from confiication. But when all this was done, could 
gentiemen have expected that the ftores found upon the ifland thould 
he returned? If fo, then the expedition againft Eultatius would have 
been nugatory indeed t for, if after having taken the oath of allegiance 
the inhabitants thould be permitted to fell thofe ftores to any perfon 
whatever, then the public enemy might be fupplicd with them, though 
it was the objeét of the expedition to cut off that refource, With re- 
{pect to the treatment of the Jews, it was cruel; and he condemned it 
a. much as the Hon. Gentleman; but he muit in juttice to the Com- 
manders in Chief, inform the Honfe, that they knew nothing of this 
t catment until a gentleman ou the [flind at the time waited upon them 
aid made them acquainted with the tranfaétion: proper orders were 
iamediately iffued by the Commanders; and the Jews were brought 
back. The gentleman who had waited on the Commanders was now in 
town; and he would bring him to the bar, if neceffury, to exculpate the 

Commanders in Chief. ‘Vhe Hon. Gentleman had faid much about the 
precedent of Grenada; it was indeed a precedent worthy of imitation ; 
and excepting the article of ftores, he had already mentioned, the pre- 
cedent had been followed to its utmoft extent. But it was obferved, 
that the Americans, &e. had been ordered to quit the Ifland ; it was 
true, but it was neceffity net choice, that had dictated that meafure; a 
meafure that was abfolutely neceffiry for the prefervation of the con- 
qveft; for that people had come in fuch great numbers, that it would 
be unfatfe to foffer them to remain, confidering their numbers, and ho- 
tiie difp fition : there was one circumftance that would enable the Houfe 
to form fome judgment of their numbers when they thould hear, that 
the rent of the houfes in the town of St Euftatius. had, from the 
difliculty of getting houtes and warehcufes to hire, amounted to 
‘the prodigious fum. of a million fterling; it was therefore necef- 
fary to feud them away, or renounce the conqueft; and geutle- 
men mult have a ftrange opinion of the laws of nations, if they 
fhould maintain, that every man who offers to become a fubject, mutt 
and ought to be received as fuch. With refpeét to the property, it was 
always fappofed that what did wot become the property of the captors 
belonged to the King; who might difpofe of f& as he pleafed; and 
therefore all public ftores, flaves, mulattos, and men of colour, belong- 
ing to the Sates General when the ifland furrendered, became the pro- 
perty of bis Maje(ty, who had a right to fell the ftores, and fend the 
meo elfewhere if he thould think proper. Sir George Rodney, and Ge- 
neralk Vanzhan had fated it as their opinion, that the war could not 
hive Jafted f long as it had donc, if it had not been for the fupplies 
te enemy had got from St Euftatius ; and that probably the capture of 
it would be very inttramental in bringing the war to a conclufion : This 
being the cafe, was it not the duty of minifters to take every ftep that 
c-uld feeure to us an ifland which had ferved as the ftorehoufe to Ame- 
rica, and the French iflands, and had protraéted the war to its prefent 
length, according to the opinions of the two commanders in chief ? 
But faid the honourable gentleman, St Euttatius was a common blefling ; 
and England derived as much benefit from it, as the enemy did. An 
extraét of a letter of Sir George Rodney would prove the reverfe. For 
there the Admiral ftated (and his Lordibip read_the paffage) that finding 
hi nfel€ in the greateft diftrefs of cordage, after"the hurricane that had 
‘overtaken him upon the coaft of America, he fent to purchafe fome at 
St Ewftatia ; but the Dutch would not fell him any, alledging for an ex- 
cufe, that they had not any upon the ifland; but this was cfterwards 
found to be a grofs falthood; for when the place furrendered, he never 
faw in his life greater qua:-tities of cordage than was found in the ftore- 
houfés, to the amount of feveral thoufand tons ; and fo little had he 
‘@ r benefited by the Dutch, that he’ had not, during the whole time 
he commanded in the Weil-Indies, got more than feven tons of cordage 
from them ; and yet he knew it for a certainty, that the French would 
not have heen able to carry on the war in that quarter of the world, 
but for the fupplies they had received from St Euftatius; and that the 
Americans were exaétly in the fame predicament. With refpeét to the 
property that had been fold in the ifland, and belonged to Britith mer- 
chants, the mofl perifhable was what had been {ct up to fale; and the 
money arifing from it had been packed up; and marked to be deliver- 
ed to the perfons to whom it fhould be adjudged. The honourable gen- 
tleman faid, that the ftores that were fold, had been fhipped for Ame- 
rica and the French iflands : but Si: George Rodney’s letter flatly con- 

t adicted this aflertion ; as that officer informed him. that the flores were 

to de th pped ov the britifh Weft-India iflands.

Lord North faid he was afhamed to trouble the Houfe by reperitions 
of begging more time relative to the Eaft India Company; but the 
Direétors of the Company had made propofitions which perhaps might 
prevent fome trouble to the Honfe, if they and he could agree. A 
meeting had been held yelterday in Leadenhall-ftreet, when feveral 
refolutions were come to, three of which he read: It was neceflary a 
General Court of Proprietors fhould be called for their concurrence. 
That General Court would be held on Friday next, after which they 
would probably come to a ballot, fo that it would be Monday or 'Tuef- 
day before he fhould know their determination : for thefe reafons he 

» wifhed to poftpone the matter to this day fe’ennight. 

Mr Huffy could not fee the neceffity. of poftponing this bufinefs 
from day to day, becaufe a hort bill would anfwer the purpofe, ag had 
been done before, and give both the noble Lord and the Direétors time 
to digeft the bufinefs properly. He was entering into many particu- 
Jars, but being informed by the Speaker that this was not a proper 
time, he fat down. 

Lord North theught a fhort bill would not anfwer the purpofe; it 
was neceflary to come now to a decifion; the intereft of the Company 
and that of the public were united. The fooner a bargain was made 
between them, the better it would be for both parties; each would 
know on what foundation they ftocd. 

Gen. Smith and Mr Baker each faid a few words in favour of a fhort 
bill. 

Sir Grey Cooper fupported Lord North; and the queftion being put, 
was carried without a divilion. 

The bill for granting a bounty en linens was read a fecond time, 
and ordered to be committed. After which 

Lord currey propoted, That an account of the quantity of cotton 
may factured in this kingdom, and ether matters relative theretu, be 
laid before the Houfe, and taken into confideration at the fame time 
with the linen. 

This met with a fmall oppofition, but was at lat agreed to. 





From. the London Papers, May 17. 

Lifbon, Aprils. The 13th of this month, two Portu- 
gueze fhips arrived here from Madras. Among other paffen- 
gers, they brought over ¢ French Miffionary, who fays, that 
oa their departure from India, the 24d of October laft, the 
Englith were in a moft critical fituation there. 

To the facts already reported, refpecting the invafion of Hy- 
der Ally on the cdaft of Coromandel, they add, that that In- 
dian Prince had firft feized upon Porto Nuevo, and feveral o- 
ther Englith fettlements ; that he had deftroyed their faétories 
and laid watte their poffeflions ; that he afterwards marched to 
Pondicherry, where he fet up his {tandard, and treated the old 
inhabitants io the moft amicable manner ; that the Englith had 
fent Ambaffadors to him, but in vain ; and that before he could 
be ready to Jay fiege to Madras, he had, in the mean time, 
ravaged the country fifteen leagues round, to prevent any fub- 
fiftance being orought to town by land. The Englifh, after 





their defeat in the month of September, had refolved to briag 
reinforcements from one of their factories on the fame coatt ; 
but at the moment of their embarkation, the Seapoy officers re- 
fufed to embark, becaufe, faid they, their engagement did not 
compel them to ferve any where but in their own place, and 
they could not leave their wives and children : This mutiny, 
which was looked upon as the frft that the Indians were ever 
guilty of, occéafioned fome ill treatment to them from the com- 
mander of the expedition ; but they marched to his houfe, car- 
ried off the military cheft, and deferted. 

The opeak of Madras is obliged to fupply very feebly 
the want of thefe troops, which he had depended on, by gain- 
ing over-allithe Topaz and tradefmen of the town, and teach- 
ing the ufe,of arms. When the people who brought over thete 
particulars left Madras, a dearth was apprehended there; and 
Hyder Allly’s detachments were feizing daily the cattle, which 
the Englith had between the town and their camp. 

The French, American, and Moorith merchants, &c. were 
preparing to leave the towa. 

Some days before the departure of the Portugueze fhips, the 
Englith had received bad news from the coaft of Malabar, 
which they made a myftery of ; and it was fufpected that a 
French fquadroa had appeared there. They learned a few 
days before, that ‘Tillicherry had been taken by ftorm ; and 
alfo the lofs of the laft conquefts of the Englith in the Gu- 
zarate. 

They were not more happy in Bengal, where 60,000 Mar- 
rattas, in the neighbourhood of Ballafore, molefted them great- 
ly. Their funds are exhaulted ; they fupport themfelves only 
by loans ; the diffenfions in their Councils, and among their 
commanders, inereafe their embarraffment every where ; anda 
duel among the latter was lately fought with piftols.

The following letter was fent on Tuefday from’ Mr Secretary 

Stephens to the Matter of Lloyd’s Coffee-houfe.

Sir, Admiralty-Ofice, May 15. 1781. 

«In anfwer to your letter of this day’s date, I amJcommand- 
ed by my Lords Commifhioners of the Admiralty to acquaint 
you, that the brig Atlantic, one of the Dutch merchant fhips 
taken at St Euftatia, arrived at Plymouth the 13th inft. and 
brings an account, that on the 2d init. in the lat. 49 deg. 26 
min. and long. 8 deg. 18 min. about 40 leagues from the Li- 
zard, the convoy was difcovered by feven fhips of war, which 
were {een to capture feveral of the merchant fhips moft to the 
leeward. And by letters from Ireland it appears, that four 
men of war, and eight fail of merchantmen, part of the above- 
mentioned convoy, arrived fafe in Ireland ; and it is hoped that 
we fhill foon hear of the arrival of others in fome of his Ma- 
jetty’s ports.

It is faid that a cutter failed from Martinico the fame time 
as the fleet left St Euftatia, and reconnoitred them great part 
of the paflage, and then fteered for Breft, and acquainted the 
French fquadron of their approach. 

The capture of the St Euttatia fhips is, much as it is lamen- 
ted, rather a private than a national misfortune; and the chief 
fufferers are the underwriters, who have done fuch large fums 
upon them, prompted by the largenefs of the premium. 

According to the beft accounts, upwards of 650,000. fter- 
ling was infured on the convoy from St Euftatia, the greateft 
part of it in London at 15 per cent. ‘ 

One underwriter, it is faid, will lofe fix thoufand pounds by 
three of the fhips from St Eultatia, which are feppofed to be 
taken by Monf. de la Motte Piquet. 

Since the news of the unfortunate capture of the Euftatia fleet 
on the 2d current, the public has peen peftered with a variety 
of reports concerning them. One of them yelterday went fo 
far as to fay, that the Grand Feet under Admiral Darby had 
fallen in with them, and re-taken all the tranfports, together 
with four line of battle thips belonging to the French, and that 
only one of their men of war had efcaped. We are forry to 
add, that no confirmation has yet been received of this matter. 
It is fome confolation, however, to reflect, that after the wortt 
which has happened, touching this misfortune, the Vengeance, 
with all the prize-money on boerd her, is certainly fafe. St. 
James's Chron. 

On the other hand fome very unfavourable reports are fpread, 
refpecting Gibraltar. If we may believe thefe reports, which 
are faid.to derive their fource from an Officer on board the U- 
nion man of war, almnoft the whole of that fortrefs is levelled 
with the ground, by the fevere bombardment and cannonade 
made againft it by the Spaniards, at the time we were relieving 
the place. On this occafion, alfo fay thefe reports, the ftore- 
hous were fet on fire, upwards of three hundred of the inha- 
bitants killed, and the reft obliged to take refuge on the open 
rock and in the fields. That the bombardment and cannonade 

were terrible is very certain ; but how fuch prodigious damage 
could be done againft a place built upon a rock, and amidit 
works bomb-proof, is not fo eatily credible. The whole of 
this report, therefore, may be refolved into a few fheds demo- 
lifhed, and fome other wooden buildings deftroyed, but cannot 
be extended to any real detriment done to the works. hid. 

There are feveral letters in town from Gibraltar, giving an 
account that the Spaniards, as foon as Admiral Darby depart- 
ed, had thrown feveral fhells into the town, and deftroyed all 
the houfes, together with fome of the {tores lately landed ; but 
that the fortifications had not received the leaft damage. 

The lateft accounts from Mr Fitzherbert, our Minifter at 
Bruffels, fay, that the French have no fhips in Breft harbour 
-ready for fea, being in fo much want of men and ftores, that it 
was with the utmoit difficulty they could fend out the fqua- 
drons under the command of DesGraffe and Piquet. ° 

The patriots fet fire to Gibraltar yelterday ; nor would the 
flames have been got under for fome time, had not the news of 
the Euftatia misfortune arrived fo opportuncly for the relief of 
that long devoted garrifon ! 

Yefterday arrived three mails from Ireland, by which there 
is advice that about 20 fail of fhips are put into Crookhaven, 
which are fuppofed to be part of the fleet with the treafure from 
St Eattatia. 

Yefterday, after the Minifters had retired, the Duke of 
Athol was introduced into the Clofet, where his Grace had a 
private audience of his Majeity, 

Yefterday his Ro¥al Highnefs the Prince of Wales, accom- 
panied by Lord Chelterfield, took an airing in his phaeton, 
and, previous to his return, paid a vifit to his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke of Gloucefter.

commodities be abfolutely prohibited to the faid ifland, and re- 
ferved for the ufe of our good friends and allies the French.

«© The fleet came roan anchor on the 12th curt, and the 
firit vellel was hardly moored before the Spaniards began to 
play upon the town from upwards of 70 piece of cannon, and 
go large mortars, Great part of the town is now in athes, and 
the reft rendered unfit for habitation, Part of the garrifon are 
ja the bomb proofs: The reft are crowded tugether in one or 
two houfes, and fome tents, out of the reach of the fhells. The 
condition of the poor iuhabirants is truly deplorable, all they 
had being deftroyed. 

«6 What could have prompted the Spaniards to fire we can- 
not imagine, as, from their prefent diltance, they cannot hurt 
the works ; and the burning the houles of a few miferable 
Jews will never contribute to the taking of the place The 
general opinion is, that they have done it in a fit of defpai', 
and will foon give over. Att prefent, both fhot and fhells fly 
about at a great rate; and, of courfe, a few unlucky fellows 
have fuffered by them. 

« A few days ago, the Eagle privateer of Glafgow, in be- 
Jaft, came in here, fighting her way through thirteen gun- 
boats, carrying each a 26 pounder in their prow, a xebec of 
20, a floop of 14, and a galley of 6 guns.”

« This day, as foon as prayers were over in the Houle of Peers, 
their Lordthips refumed the hearing of counfel on the appeal of Mr 
James Craig againft the Company of the Bank of Ayr, when Mr Rae 
was heard in favour of the appellant, and Mr Dunning, in reply, on 
the part of the re{pondents, Mr Blair having been heard the preceding 
day on the fame fide, and the Attorney General for the Company. 

“© Mr Dunning having concluded his reply, the counfel were order- 
ed to withdraw from the bar, when Earl Mansfield role from his{ feat, 
and {tated to their Lordthips, that the cafe before them was an appeal 
brought by Mr James Craig, baker, of Edinburgh, again{t two feveral 
judgments of the Lords of the Seffions io Scotland, which had decla- 
red him to be a partner of the Company of the Bank of Ayr. The 
appellant defended himfelf againft this, and contended that he was 
not at this time a partner, having fome time ago bargained with the 
Company for the fale of his part of their ftock, and actually fold to 
them his whole property in the fame. 

** The refpondents met this defence, and had endeavoured to over- 
throw it, by fetting forth, that the bargain ftated by the appellant to 
have been made, did not hold good, it haviag only been tranfacted 
with a part of the Company, namely that branch of it which was e(ta- 
blifhed at Edinburgh ; whereas, to have made their agreement with 
Mr Craig at all valid, it fiould have had the concurrence of the other 
two branches held at Ayr and Glafgow ; for that nothing was binding 
upon the whole of the Company that was done upos the mere motion 
of any one of the parts of it. Upon this ground the Company went 
to maintain, that the appellant was {till a partner, and confequently 
liable to thare the confequences of their misfortunes with them. 

“Their Lordihips were to confider the force of this argument ; and 
for the noble Lord’s opinion, as far as it went, he did not think it 
could weigh at all in the cafe before them; for though the branch of 
the Company at Edinburgh did take upon them to buy the appellant’s 
fhare of their ftock, yet it had been refolved, at a general meeting, 
that what one branch fhould do, the other two were to agree to; and 
uolefs this was the cafe, it would be utterly impoflible, his Lordthip 
obferved, that the bufinefs of the Company could have been carried on. 
It was the duty of the Edinburgh branch, when they bought Mr Craig’s 
fhare, to know that they were empowered to do it. _ It was not for the 
appellant, or the world at large, to know it; but the different branches 
were undoubtedly coufcious of the authority they had each-of them to 
execute matters for the whole. . 

“* This being the cafe, the only thing to be confidered was, Did the 
Edinburgh branch of the Company buy Mr Craig’s ftock, or not? The 
Lords of the Seffions had only made the cafe a queftion of fact, for 
they had determined that the bargain was null and void. But how 
they could have come to fuch a refolution, the noble aad learned Lord 
was really aftonithed to conceive; for there was a minute on the Com- 
pany’s books that actually regi(tered the purchafe made of Mr Craig’s 
thare, and alfo mentioned the fpecific fum given for it. His Lordihip 
likewife remarked, that at this meeting there were many very refpec- 
table gentlemen prefent, who were members of the Company. But in 
aniwer to this, it was urged on the part of the refpondents, that the 
whole of it was a fiction with regard to the members who were reported 
to have attended. Of this, however, there had been no proof ; where- 
as, if fuch a forgery had really been committed, it was naturally to be 
fuppofed that enquiry would have been made into it, and proper pro- 
fecution commenced on the occalion. Upon the whole, his Lordthip 
did not fee on what grounds it was that the Lords of the Seffions had 
adjudged the cafe in favour of the refpondents; and therefore, before he 
fat down, Hie fhould move their Lordfhips, ** That the decree given

By a letter from the Mayor of Newcaftle, to the Lord Pro- 
volt, dated May 17. we learn, that juft as the Carron veffel 
had efcaped from the. privateer, into. Holy Ifland, as mention- 
ed in our laft, the privateer was engaging another brig, which 
it was hoped would be faved, by ranning to the thore under 
the protection of the guns of Bamborough Caftles This the 
was endeavouring to do, when the letter containing the ijofor- 
mation to the Mayor of Newcalthe was feat off. He imme- 
diately fent an account of the, above particulars to’ Stiields and 
Sunderland, and to Stockton by exprefs, ‘to be forwarded to 
Whitby, Scarborough, and Hull. This is fuppofed to be the 
fame privateer which gave chace to the fmack for Aberdeen, 
Laverock matter. 

A letter, from Bamborough, received at Newcaftle on Friday 
afternoon, fays, a coa(ting veffel had taken fanduary under that 
Cattle, running from a French privateer, and that the privateer 
fent off her boats to cut her out, but was prevented by Capt. 
Horsfall, commanding a party of the Yorkfhire miliua, who 
beat them off with the affiftance of the Caftle guns. 

The Ferret and Weafel privateers, fitted out from New- 
caftle, having now got all their flores on board, only wait a 
fair wind to fail for the Dutch coaft. The bravery of their 
commanders, and the gallantry of their crews, afford great 
hopes of their faccefs. 

On the 16th initant, three fail of thips, richly laden, from 
Hamburgh, failed out of the Weezer, in company with two 
frigates and a floop, cenvoying 27 tran{ports, with s000 troops 
on board ; after two days fail the HamSargh hips were direét- 
ed to part company, as they were bound to London and Hull, 
and the convoy {tretched to fhape a courfe, as if they intended 
to go north about for the weftward : —the Hamburgh fhips re- 
port, it is current news there, that eight Dutch men of war 
have failed from the ‘Texel. 

Though it is certain there are 20 privateers lying complete 
at Amiterdam, yet they have not received commiflions to act 
again{t the Englifh, but it is reported fach commillions will be 
iflued on the 22d of June enfuing:—the Dutch feem at pre- 
fent to be in a {tate of {tupor in the maritime line. 

On the 24th ult. the Mary, a floop,. Captain Gibfon maf- 
ter, from Newcattle, bound for Chrittianfound, was taken and 
ranfomed for 400 guineas by a French privateer of 22 guns, 
ten days from Dunkirk ; as was a fmall Scotch floop. 

The foundation-ftone of the New Town-Hall at Lancafter, 
was laid on Saturday fe’ennight in the prefence of the Mayor. 
A medal of his prefenr Maielty, and another of the Queen, 
with a copper-plate, on which was engravén the prefent’ year 
and reign, were inclofed in the corner-{tone. 

Upon reading a paragraph in our paper of Saturday the 
12th inftant, injerted at the defire of the agent for Alexander 
Macpherfon late Sheriff-fubltitate of Invernefs-thire, and Tho- 
mas Borthwick jeweller Invernefs, a correfpondent begs leave 
to obferve, that it is a miftake to fay, that the offer of the fub- 
miflion referred to in faid paragraph originated either from Mi- 
chael Heugh or his advifers ; the fact being, that a mutual 
friend fuggelted that mode of fetiling matters; and, as Meff. 
Macpherfon and Borthwick cheerfully agreed, Mr Heugh was 
advifed, that it would be improper in him to decline it. ‘The 
fame mutual friend fuggefted the propriety of fixing upon one 
arbiter ; and Mr Heugh faw no reafon for objecting to David 
Rae, Efq; advocate, the gentleman named. Meff.. Macpher- 
fon and Borthwick ought therefore to have waited fap Mr Rat’s 
determination, . before informing the public, that the affair had 
died in finoke. 

Monday, as fume young people were bathing in the water 
of Laverin, near Neilfton, they found fomething foft under 
their feet, and, on taking it up, difcovered it to be the body 
of a new-born infant, wrapt in a piece of linen, and funk by 
means of fome ftones.—It appeared to have lain feveral weeks 
in the water. 

Extra@ of a letter from an Officer in the army, doing duty in 
Penfacola, dated Feb. 23. 

«* We expect every day to be draughted, as the Comman- 
der in Chief has got orders from the Secretary at War to that 
purpofe.

“¢ This inftant I received a letter by exprefs, from Philip 
Townfend, tyde-furveyor at Beerhaven, with the following ac- 
count: That his Majefty’s thip the Vengeance of 74 guns, 
Commodore Hotham, Captain-Holloway commander, from St 
Euftatia, with the Prince Edward of 60 guns, the Mars and 
Alcmene, frigates, failed from thence the 19th of March lait, 
with 33 prize thips; that a few days ago they fell in with eight 
fail of French line of battle thips, which made them difperie ;

I thould think the fame receipt 
would anfwer to kill the vermin on your beans. ae

The fituation in which the piece opens is thus : 

Sir Pertinax M'Sycophant having accumulated a very con- 
fiderable fortune, and being acquainted with the diftreffes of 
Lord Lumbercourt, aa old debauched nobleman, propofes a 
match between his fon Mr Egerton and Lady Rodolpha Lum- 
bercourt, the old Lord’s daughter. In the fettlement, or ra- 
ther bargain, he is to poffefs Lord Lumbercourt’s eftate, on 
which there are three boroughs. Mr Egerton, however, is 
enamoured of Conftantia, an humble dependant in Sir Perti- 
nax’s family, but the daughter of a gentleman that once lived 
in great affluence ; and Lady Rodolpha is in love with Eger- 
ton’s younger brother, who had been profcribed his father’s 
houfe, on account of his political principles. Sydney, the 
preceptor of Egerton, and chaplain in Sir Pertinax’s family, 
is fecretly in love with Conftantia, but he is fo attached to his

pupil, that he is refolved to facrifice the feelings of his paffion | 


to the principles of his honour. Egerton, by the death of one 
of his mother’s relations, and on taking his name, becomes 
poffeffed of an independent fortune of 40001. per annum, and 
is a Member of Parliament. Betty Hint is. Lady M‘Syco- 
phant’s maid, and being very jealous of the favours which Con- 
ftantia received, is relolved to ruin her character, as the only 
means of getting her out of the family. 

The piece opens with a fcheme of Befty’s to report Conffan- 
tia with child, and fhe communicates that intelligence to Syd- 
ney, in hopes of making him fpread the tale; but the defign is 
difcovered by Syduzy and the matter for the prefent dropt. E- 

erton and Sydney foon after come to an eclairciflement, where- 
in the former tel’s the later of his love for Conffantia, and en- 
gages him to aflift in the acconplifhmentof his marriage. In 
the mean time Lord Lusbercourt has brought his daughter to 
town from Scotland, where fhe had been educated under bey 
grandmother, and where fhe had conceived her affeétion for 
Lgerton’s brother. ‘The Lawyers are fent for to draw up the 
fettlements, but in an interview between Sir Pertinax and his 
fon, the fon confefles, that his affections are placed on another 
object ; and to this he is induced by the refule of an interview 
between him and Lady Redolpha, in which the owns her paf- 
fion for his brother. Sir Pertinax is thunderftruck at this 
news, as it at once difappoints all his ambitious views ; and the 
father and fon part in anger. After this, on the communica- 


* tion of fome hints from Betty to Sir Pertinax, that Conffantia 


was beloved by Sydney, Sir Pertinax endeavours to corrupt 
Sydney, either into a marriage with Conffentia, or to affift in 
proftituting her to his fon. This being rejected with difdain, 
Sir Pertinax, on the fecond iuformation of Betty, that Con- 
fiantia cartied on a fecret coirefpondence with an unknown 
bio in the village, intercepts a letter from Conftantia to. her 

ppofed lover, which is written in very warm and affectionate 
terms. This letter he thews to his fon, who is diftraéed at 
the contents, he being previoufly married to her. But it has 
fo happened that fome diamonds, and a banknote, being at the 
fame time fent by Con/fantia, which the had received from E- 
gerton, to this fuppofed lover; he comes to Sir Pertinax’s 


‘houfe, thinking that. the money and jewels were the price of 


his daughter’s difhonour ; for this unknown perfon proves to 
be Conftantia’s father in difguife, hiding himfelf: from his cre- 
ditors. On this difcovery Egerton makes his marriage known, 
and Sir Pertinax having transferred the match to his other fon 
and Lady Rodolpha, the piece concludes. 

As to the plot of this piece, it was not defigned as any part 
of its merit, being very fimple, and rather uninterefting. But 
the language and fatire of many parts of it deferve, and receiv- 
ed very high marks of applaufe.—The fentiments are defcrip- 
tive of a good heart, and the paflions of human nature are fine- 
ly difplayed. Sir Pertinax is a picture of the greateft fyco- 
phant that the world can afford; and his character feems to be 
drawn from the following lines of Junius, “ A fawning 
treachery again{t which no prudence can guard, with an infidi- 
ous {mile upon the cheek that warned us of the canker in the 
heart.” It is a high colouring of a political villain, who facri- 
fices every thing to felf-intereft ; and the defcription of his be- 
ing at the levee was truly picturefque, and received high marks 
of ion. In many fcenes he ftruck at the vices of the 
times ; and he was well received in all except two—the one 
was where he mentioned Conffantia wi’ bairn, and the other 
was his wanting Syduey to become a pimp. The audience 
thought thefe parts were improper, though they might be called 
in charaéter; and indeed the author’s words of “I fee my 
folly,”” coming in apropos, juft at this time, the fenfe of the 
audience proved it. /gerton is a fine portrait of an honeft and 
eloquent young fenator, and was fupported with great dignity 
by Mr Lewis. Lady Redo/pha is a broad-fpoken Scotch- 
‘woman, of a lively turn; and her defcription of Bath was well 
received. But where the talked on the woolly wambles, the 
audience refented the term with ahifs. Conffantia is a very 
fimple character, not being introduced but in the firft and Jatt 
aéts. ‘The fceng between the Serjeant and the Councellor is 
very fevere on the charaster of the bar, and Lord Lumbercourt 
is a fatyrical picture of depraved nobility. There was a happy 
eositalh between patriotifm and the venality of a cvurt party, 
which hit the times, and confequently fuited the tafte of the 
audience. It could neither be faid to favour one fide nor the 
other ; but it was extremely fevere on both. In fhort, take it 
altogether, it is a very excellent piece, was received with great 
applanfe, and when curtailed of the offenfive parts, muft give 
uviverfal fatisfaction. We underftand it was played in Dublin 
dbowt ten ycars ago, and confequently many of the incidents 





which appear to be plagiarifin, are therefore accounted for: 
There was a Prologue of confiderable length, defcribing the 
depravity of the mind, which was very well received; 
but the Epilogue had indeed much merit; it was fpoken 
by Mifs Younge in the charaéter of a Lady viewing the 
exhibition of pictures, and was fraught with the moft lively 
turns of wit. ‘Lhe piece was given out for Tuefday next.
